France Yields. 


American participation in the German reparation inquiry 


follows a change of attitude on the part of the French govern- 
ment, and is probably inspired by that change. Frante no lon- 
ger seems eager to go it alone diplomatically. 
Poincare no 


longer expresses intolerant contempt for the opinion of Great 
Britain and America. He has begun to feel the effect of French 
isolation, and the chickens of his Ruhr policy are Doming home 
to roost. 
,. 


As the year ends, the Frencrnpeople naturally begin taking 


an inventory of their political achievements since Poincare en- 
tered the Ruhr and bottled up German industry. They find 
that France is far more deeply in debt, and on the edge of 
bankruptcy, as the result of maintaining her costly military 
establishment and lending what little cash -she had to small 
military allies. They find that reparation payments have 
stopped absolutely, and Germany is reduced—partly by her- 
self and partly by France—to a situation that makes it doubt- 
ful whether any more reparation will ever be paid. The more 
German victories Poincare wins, the worse off France be- 
comes. 


The British election has given governmental control to po- 


litical groups very critical of France and determined to assert 
British rights in the handling of the.reparation^problem. There 


' is an evident desire in this country to assert American rights, 
lest even the few claims our government has presented against 
Germany go uncollected, 


Every consideration of prudence, then, impels France to co- 


operate with her major- allies and America again, and deal 
more sensibly with prostraie Germany, lest all lose their Ger- 
man claims, and France lose most of all—ending bankrupt, 
isolated and with the- world against her as it was formerly 
against Germany. In this mood, perhaps America can deal 
with France, to that country's own benefit. ,

how salt the ocean is may soon be 
answered. Coast guard, cutters are to 
make surveys of various parts of the 
North ^Atlantic for salt content, 
and 


additional data on ocean currents is 
expected to be gained, as difCcrcnt cur- 
rents are said to differ Appreciably in 
the amount of salt they contain. 


The Bureau of Standards has 
de- 


veloped a unique apparatus which will 
be used in the survey and preliminary 
trials have already indicated it will be 
successful. 
It takes advantage of the 


|fact that electrical resistance of sea- 
water changes markedly -with change 
in salt content. A cell in the instru- 
ment is first filled with water whose 
•salt content is known, and'then with 
a sample ot the water to be tested. 
The difference in the two electrical re- 


I sistance readings taken is a measure 


tof the difference in salt. 


I 
The salt of the seas varies consider- 


'ably with location, it was said. 
For 


Instance, the Gulf 'Stream, which has 
been exposed to the hot 
tropic sun 


will have lost much water through 
evaporation and will bo saltier than 
the Labrador Current, which is fed 
by fresh water from the ice and snows 
of Greenland. 


It is also thought that salinity meas- 


,urements at considerable depths might 
'be used to detect the coming of ice- 
bergs, under exceptionally 
favorable 


conditions. The cold water from them 
is appreciably fresher than the water 
on the Surface, yet, being sold, It sinks 
to the bottom. The -water on the sur- 
face is the waier of the current, and 
may be surprisingly warm even quite 
close to the berg. At one timo men 
of the crew of the revenue cutter Tam- 
pa went swimming almost in the surf 
of a large iceberg and found the water 
had a temperature of 72 degrees.
